BOVINE T.B.

Good news for public health 
officials throURhout Los Angelas 
coimty came today from Dr. I>. 
M. Hurt, county livestock In­ 
spector, that tuberculosis now 
has been virtually eradicated 
from dairy herds as the result 
of a 14-yrar campaign by county 
and state authorities.

"Los Angeles county has been 
glvert a rating of 'modified ac­ 
credited area' by the United 
States-bureau of animal Indus­ 
try," Dr. Hurt reported to the 
board of supervisors. "This 
means that the incidence of bo­ 
vine tuberculosis has been re­ 
duced 'to less : than one-half of 
one percent."

Twenty year* ago, Dr. Hurt re­ 
lated, the bovine "t.b." situation 
in' this county was considered 
hopeless by many dairymen.
